London  Ntwspapcrt  Filled  With 
Accounts  of  Wonderful  New 
Deep-Sca  Apparatus 

London,  Nov.  ii.— The  people  of 
London  are  particularly  interested 
today  In  the  fact  that  C.erman  deep 
■ea  divers  are  aiding  In  the  attempts 
to  locate  the  Brltlnh  submarine  M  l.

All  dispatches  dealing  with 
the  election  campaign  strcsaed  the 
fact  that  the  outstanding  isaue  w%s 
the  infli^ence  which  Communism  was 
gaining  in  the  ranks  of  L,abar.  Mr. 
Charlton,  the  Labor  leader,  strove  in 
the  eampgign  to  prove  that  there  was 
ho  dominance  by  extremists  of  the 
Labor  policies.  He  weitt  so  far  as  to 
nir  that  he  had  ncWr  identified  him- 
self with  the  shipping  strike  and 
neither  had  the  Labor  Party.  Public 
opinion,  however,  came  to  the  coo* 
elusion  that  the  issue,  as  raised  by  the 
Prime  Miiustcr,  was  a  real  one  and 
it  Totod  eonfideoea  la  Mr.  Broce. 
It  accepted  his  vlewpoinW  that  he 
stood  more  for  .the  legitimate  asjur- 
ations  and  feelings  of  Labor  than  the 
Labor  Party  itself. 

I'remier  Bruce  will  now  be  able  to 
carry  on  his  policies  with  a  substan- 
tial majority  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  with  a  working  ma- 
jority in  the  Senate.  One  effect  of 
the  election  aaay  be  to  aftercisd  a 

healing  influence  on  the  industrial  un 
rest  which  have  proved  so  prevalent 
in  Australia  in  racem  yoars.  Most  of 

the  .Xiistraiian  State  Covirn  meats  are 
Labor,  yet  it  is  an  extraordtaary 
thing  that  though  there*  Is  more 
leg  illation  specially  designed  to  Kelp 
labor  io  the  Commonwealth  than  per- 
haps anywhere  elseVin  the  British 
Kmpire,  there  are  then  more  industrial 
disputes,  more  loss  of  time  through 
strikes '  in^  more  coalroversies  over 
labor  issues.  The  only  conclusion  to- 
be  drtkwn  is  that  Labor  in  power  does 
not  jihow  a  constructive  tendency  in 
providhg  the  solution  for  Labor's 
tronbles.  In  that  case  it  may  be  as 
well  tiiat  Premier  Bruce's  Govern- 
ment has  been  sustaiaed.   He  himself 

is  ;i  minister  who  took  his  courage 
in  both  ^atids  ip  going  to  the  country 
with  such  an  isshe  a*  dominated  the 
situation  in  the  late  campaign.  He 
has  the  reward  of  courage  at  the 
hands  i>f  the  people. 

FORSTSi.LING  THK  FUTURS 


Sir  Oliver  I.odge  has  no  sympathy 
with  the  laws  which  impose  sentences 
for  fortune  telling.  He  says  that  the 
ex^nt  and  power  of  human  inference 
cannot  be  oonsidered  fuUy  known  as 
yet,  and  tftat  K  is  tinwise  for  th«  law 
to  condemn  people  for  atteinpting  to 
forecast  the  future  as  it  that  were  so 
manifestly  irnpossible  as  to  be  ipso 
facto  fraadiiieat.  Sir  Oliver  admits 
that  there  are  certain  ridiculous  super- 
stitions. He  does  not  believe  for  a 
moment,  for  instance,    that  human 

destiny  ran  be  determined  by  the  fall 
of  playing  cards  or  by  the  positions 
of  the  planeta.  The  exteat,  however, 
to  which  forecasting  of  the  future  can 
be  achieved,  he  believes,  is  a  matter 
af  scientific  intjuiry,  and  there  is  no 
absurdity  in  the  premises.  He  notes 
how  astronomers  can  predict  ecli|tscs 
several  centuries  in  advance;  now  the 
weather  can  be  foretold  for,  say, 
twenty-four  hours  and  how  statesmen 
attempt  to  foresee  the  result  of  an 
election  From  these  instances  he 
infers  that  there  is  power  of  predic 
tion.  The  law. against  foretelltng  was 
passed  in  times  of  ignoraaee  and  nn- 
scientitic  stupidity 

.Sir  (.Oliver  is  emphatic  ui  maintain 
ing  that  legialation  ahould  not  be 
used  for  stopping  material  for  in- 
vestigjition,  even  if  intended  only  as 
a  wholesome  check  on  fraud.  He 
does  not  deny  that  foolish  people  may 
be  mulcted  of  shilling  or  h^lf  crowns 
by  pretended  seers.  That,  in  hia 
opinion,  seems  a  trivial  evil  about 
which  to  set  the  law  in  motion  Here 
is  a  characteristic  cpmmenj  on  this: 
"It  is  proverbially  eaater  to  prosecute 
the  r.-ane  who  ^trals  the  giM»se  from 
ofT  the  common  thaa  the  practiliuner 
on  a  larger  scale  who  steals  the  com- 
mon from  the  goose  "  In  Sir  Oliver's 
opinion  the  serious  aspect  of  the 
present  poettioa  is  that  the  law  makes 
110  discrimination  between  honesty 
and  dishonesty.  He  sums  up  his
